Naval Parade Will Open Day’s 
Festivities and Mayor Gay- 
nor Will Deliver 
Address, 


New York, June 16.—(Special.}—The time 
when Col. Roosevelt will plant his feet on 
Manhattan island is drawing so close that 
the reception committee is getting anxious 
about the weather. All of the arrangements 
have been completed, practically, but the ex- 
ecutive committee can’t guarantee sunshine. 

Rain woukd play hob with the decorations 

up Broadway and Fifth avenue and would 
make things extremely unpleasant for the 
carriage loads of senators and congressmen 
and other dignitaries who expect to follow 
the colonel up town. The committeemen 
were praying today that brisk winds would 
clear the skies by Saturday morning. 
' They were particularly concerned down at 
the reception committee’s headquarters on 
Broa@way today as to how generously their 
request for decorations would be complied 
with. They went the colonel to see flags 
wherever he looks. 

Mayor Geynor has not yet issued an official 
request that citizens decorate their places of 
business and homes, but he has said that 
he would be pleased if an extra effort were 
to be made along that line. Assistent Sec- 
retary Harwood of the committee says the 
indications are that the decorations will lay 


over anything of the kind New York ever 
has seen. 


Committee Revises Program. 

All day today the executive committee was 
at work revising its general program of ar- 
rangements, changing a feature here, adding 
something there. In various announcements 
already made, conflicting detafis were given. 
The committee decided to present the entire 
program in detail, so that every one inter- 
ested may know exactly what the colonel 
will do from the moment he steps off the 
Kaiserin Auguste Victoria until he takes the 
train for Oyster Bay late in the afternoon. 

Col. Roosevelt at midnight was within 500

The revenue cutter Manhattan, with 
Collector Leeb and some of Mr. Roosevelt's 
intimate friends aboard, will leave its pier at 
6:45 a. m: and will take the colonel off the 
Kaiserin at 7:45. The revenue cutter Andro- 
scoggin, with the reception commiftee, a few 
governors, and representatives.of other gov- 
ernora, will leave the piér at 7:15 and will 
take Mr. Roosevelt on board after he has 
breakfasted on the Manhattan.

Approach to the zenith found the tempera- 
ture in the record breaking neighborhood 
and when the meridian was passed the 
government thermometer registered 88 de- 
grees—the top mark this year. 

Man and beast suffered much. There was 
no letup to the oppressive humidity between 
noon and 4 p. m., when the thermometer 
still stood at 88. At the street levels the 
gauges read all the way from #0 fo B. 

The average citizen would have sworn it 
was the hottest June day for forty Junes, 
Government forecasters and health depart- 
ment officiale charged to the sudden change 
from the cold days of the late spring re- 
sponsibility for the discomfort and serious 
distress experienced by thousands. Over- 
coat weather was only a few days back, 
The biggest proportion of the population 
had not yet discarded warm clothing for 
summer wear. 


Invalid Succumbs to Weather. 

McCormick, 70 years o}d, a wealthy 
widow of Omaha, died in the Congress hotel 
of heart disease, aggravated by the heat. 
The body was taken to Omaha for burial.

Gavin that he had not been bribed to vote 
for Lorimer and that he had received no 
money for so yoting. 

He said further that he had tod news- 
paper men that he knew nothing about the 
bribery of legislators to vote for Lorimer, 
but denied stoutly that he had calied State's 
Attorney Wa,man a “ fourflusher,” with 
profane adjectives prefixed. : 

“T may have said that the state’s attorney 
was a ‘ fourflusher’ in answer to questions 
about a confession. It was a term that was 
being applied to Mr. Wayman at the time,” 
he said. 


Myers’ Testimony Admitted. 

Oaly less in importance than the tes'imony 
of Beckemeyer was that of Representative 
Myers, who told of béing approached by 
Browne on the floor of the house just before 
the balloting for senator was begun. Myers’ 
testimony preceded that of the Carlyle legis- 
lator, and the attorneys for the defense made 
a series of objections to it going in on four- 
teen separate grounds, which were overruled 
by Judge McSurely. 

Attorney Forrest, in a last attempt to pre- 
vent this blow to the case of the defense, 
offered that part of the constitution which 
makes the speeches and acts of a legislator 
on the floor of the house “ privileged,”’ bit 
war overruled by the court. 

Mr. Wayman then took up the direct exam- 
ination of Legislator Myers. In response to 
questions the witness said he was a banker 
and a member of the lower house from the 
Twenty-second senatorial district and Hved 
in Paris, Edgar county. He said he was a 
Democrat and was present at the joint as- 
sembly when Lorimer was elected senaton 
Mr. Wayman continued ag follows:

‘“ Now, let's get what is was,” Mr. O’Don- 
nell began, and then, in response to a per- 
emptory motion from Browne, the attorney 
again held a whispered conversation with 
the accused and, straightening up, said: 

“That is all,” and the witness was ex- 
cused. 

During his examination Mr. Myers was 
asked numerous questions about the itndi- 
vidual balloting for senator, and Attorney 
O’Donnell tried to make it appear that the 
election of Lorimer difi not come as @ sur- 
prise but that it was a matter expected for 
many days. The witness would not admit 
this, and declared that, while many différent 
men were voted for for senator by the Dem- 
ocrats, all the ballots were cast merely in a 
complimentary way except those for Law- 
rence B. Stringer, the party candidate or the 
Democrats. 


Judge’s Decision the Climax. 


Judge McSurely’s decision, delivered in the 
morning, admitting the testimony of Repre- 


| sentatives Beckemeyer, Link, and Myers, on 


the ground that it ran to establish the intent 
éf Defendant Browne to buy votes for Lori- 
mer, was the legal climax of the trial and 
brought jubilation to the prosecution. The 
defense, however, wes not wholly unpre- 
pared for the ruling, which was in line with 
one made by the same jurist in a case in 
which Attorney Forrest was counsel and had 
made much the same argument as he did for 
Browne. This case went to the Supreme 
court and was affirmed. 

While Judge McSurely reiterated. his de- 
cision that “jackpot’’ testimony wil] be 
barred, the jurorg will have an opportunity 
to hear Representative Clark testify that he 
was present in the Southern hotel of St. 
Louls last July with the “ bathroom boys,” 
among whom Representative Wilson is al. 
leged to have “ cut up” the “ jackpot ”’ In his 
capacity as deputy for Browne. Senator Al- 
bert EB. Isley of Newton and Representative 
George W. English are to testify’ as to 
Browne's movements on the floor of the 
house preceding the decisive Lorimer ballot. 


Court Wastes No Time.

He, however, made no direct 
charge against Hopkins.

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Chicago Churches Far Ahead of 
Laymen’s Convention Schedule, 


REPORTS CAUSE A SURPRISE. 


Indications Are That the Amount Aimed 
At Will Ba,Doubled. : 


Enthusiasm created by the laymen’s mis- 
sionary conventions held in Chicago six weeks 
ago found expression last evening at a mect- 
ing of representatives of the twenty-five co- 
operating denominations in the Young Men's 
Christian association. 

Reports read showed that $226,308.86 of the 
total of $250,000 which was set at the mie- 


cago churches to reach for foreign missions 
within a year has been subscribed. The ac- 
tual increase of gifts received since May 6 
is $62,442.75. 

“If the same increase is kept up during the 
next ten months,’’ said F. J. Michel, execu- 
tive secretary of the movement, ‘‘ we ought 
to reach ,000 in Chicago for foreign mis- 
sions alone as well as make a great inc-ease 
if gifts for the work at home.” 


Fourth Presbyterian in Lead. 
The largest gift by any individual church 
wae reported by the Fourth Presbyterian 
chureh. It gave $13,000 last year, and C. H. 
Sudier said it already has subscribed and paid 
in more than $24,000 this year. 

“ You can’t beat our record,” said the rep- 
resentative of one of the poor districts. ‘‘ We 
have in our church boys and girls who go out 
to work who are regular subecribers to the 
mission fund. One Mttle fellow whosupports 
his crippled brother brings2 cents every Sun- 
day. I don't believe the richer churches are 
doing anv better than we are, because we are 
giving out of our daily: living.”’ 

The remark was cheered as heartily as the 
report of the church that gave its thousands. 


Berwyn Churches Are Active. 
Baptist, Methodist, and Presbyterian 
churches of Berwyn were reported as run- 
ning a lively race’ for first place.

TO RETIRE THE JUSTICE. 


Amended to Require Resignation With- 
in Five Months. 


Washington, D: C., June 16.-—The retire- 
ment of Associate Justice Moody of the 
United States Supreme court upon full pay 
practically was assured today by the action 
of both the senate and house committees on 
judiciary in favorably reporting bills yes- 
terday by Senator Lodge and Representative 
Gillette of Massachusetts. It is planned to 
take up the matter in the house tomorrow 
and so far as can be learned there is no op- 
position in either branch. 

The bill was amended so as to require the 
resignation of Justice Moody within five 
months instead of six months as provided by 
the bill as introduced. 

President Taft has announced that he 
never would appoint any one to a place on 
the Supreme bench during a recess of con- 
gress, which mekes it certain that Mr. 
Moody's successor will be named within the 
next few weeks or not until next winter.

The kaiser ‘s suffering from an in- 
fliammation of one of the tendons a‘ the 
knee joint, occasioned by horseback riding, 
and in view of the fact that he is just reco 
ing from an absces# on the wrist, his new 
ailment has caused some alarm, 

The doctors, however, have only advised 
the emperor to refrain from riding. Other- 
wise he may pursue his usual occupations. 

There has been considerable perplexity as 
to the exact nature of the kaiser’s affection. 
The official bulletin speaks of an ‘ effusion 
of blood from the knee, caused by overexer- 
tion while riding,’ the reference being to the 
first ride his majesty took after the abscess 
on his wrist had healed, tWo days ago. 


Regarded as Peculiar, 


This is regarded ag peculiar because the 
kaiser is a fine horseman and does not need 
to make any especial exertion while in the 
saddle. It also is said the emperor hurt his 
hand in an automobile accident a week be- 
fore he went to England to attend the funeral 
of King Edward. Nothing has heretofore 
been printed in regard to this mishap. 

The afternoon papers say the effusion of 
vlood is caused by ation of the knee 
cap, which is similar to the recent trouble 
on his wrist, which was attributed tothe bite 
of a caterpillar. Doubt is, therefore, thrown 
on the official staternent that there is no con- 
nection between the two affections. 

The kaiser's injury is variously described 
as &n abrasion, blood effusion, or water ex- 
travesation. It has the appearance of a 
swelling or hardness underneath the skin 
which affects the circulation. 


Present at Palace Dinner. 

His majesty was present with the members 
of the imperia] family at a dinner at the pal- 
ace this evening. Members of his suite, in 
speaking of his indisposition, say that he 
went out op Wednesday last with the inten- 
tion of taking a short ride. The coolness of 
the atmosphere after the previous day’s del- 
uge induced hi mto extend his excursion to 
two hours. When he returned to the palace 
there was an abrasion on the inside of the 
knee from which there was a slight discharge. 

The emperor rests most of the time on a 
couch. He is impatient over his enforced 
idleness, but In other respects he is cheerful. 
His physicians expect a complete restoration 
to health within a week.

Prof. Starr had @ few sberp criticisms for 
the Japanese, chiefly regarding their ideals:

* The Japanese are prone to borrow from 
foreigners, indiscriminately and often un- 
wisely,” he said. “They adopt standards 
just because somebody else has adopted 
them, whereas ofiginality often would be 
better. This I found ie a characteriatic fea- 
ture of the Japanese. 

“One mistake the Japanese make is to lay 
too mutch stress on education. Like some 
other nations, they are making a fetish of 
their schools. They think an education ie 
everything, and consider the man who has 
been to school the superior of all others. An 
explanation of this tendency may be found 
in the excellence of the Japanese schools. 
They. have one of the most complete and 
thoroughly organized educationa! systems in 
the world. It reaches every part of Japan.”’ 


Business Venture «@ Failure. 

While in Japan Prof. Starr lectured fre- 
quently, making addresses before the women 
students of the University of Tokio and the 
University of Chicago alumni in Tokio. He 
was given a life membership in the Tokio 
Anthropological society. Prof, Starr donned 
the native dress of the Japanese while he 
conducted his store 

‘‘ As a business venture it was a fallure,”’ 
said the pro “I could not get the 
proper location for my store, but the year 
there gave me 4 real opportunity of studying 
the Japanese. I secured 8,500 feet of filme 
illustrating Japanese life, the pictures being 
taken by my Mexican companion, Manuel 
Gongales.”’ 

Regarding his prediction that Col. Roose- 
velt would not come of Africa alive he said: 

“I certainly am glad he got out of Africa 
alive, but, as I said in New York, if he had 
followed the route outlined when he left he 
never could have escaped death in the 
swamps. He is too old and of too nervous a 
temperament.”

The most aggressive factor in the sita- 
ation at this time, and consequently the 
one which must be dealt with first, is the 
Chieago Dock and Canal company. This 
private enterprise claims rights under a 
‘broad charter granted in 1857 to con- 
struct and maintain docks, wharves, piers, 
and landing places from the river mouth 
to Chicago avenue. Such a development 
obvioucly would be, if not incompatible 
with, at least highly detrimental to any 
plan for the establishment of a harbor by 
or on behalf of the municipality, unless 
the company manifests a very different 
spirit and policy than its representatives 
have thus far publicly disclosed. 

It is of the greatest importance, there- 
fore, that action by the company shall be 
obstructed by every lawful means until its 
rights can be adjudicated and fully and 
finally defined, or unti) such terms are 
agreed upon between‘ the company and 
the city as-shall be consistent with the 
‘full: protection of the public rights and 
interests in the development of the har- 
bor and river as a unit. | 

Contemporaneous. with measpres to 
check encroachments and fix the rights 
of this private enterprise, the city council, 
through its appropriate committee, shou!d 
not delay the formulation of a broad pol- 
icy respecting harbor development ‘and the 
maintenance of proper contro] over the 
harbor in the interests of Chicago's pres- 
ent and eventual development asia port. 
The possibility of prompt action directly 
is foreclosed by. the city’s want of finan- 
cial resource; but the plan of making use 
of the sanitary district as an agent, :if 
only to obtain the services of its highly 
trained enginepring department ‘to deter- 
mine the cost of the undertaking, promises 
a consistent solution of this M@iffieulty and 
an escape from the tender mercies of the 
only private corporation disposed to enter 
into negotiations. Negotiations upon this 
project might proceed with profit at a 
higher rate of speed. Objections are vig- 
orous in some quarters, but it is believed 
that those which are genuine are over- 
balanced by the advantages of the plan. 
These advantages have been repeatedly 
urged in these columns, but will be dis- 
cussed again at a proper time. 

There is, however, a third phase of the 
situation which more than any other has 
been neglected.. ‘This “is the policy of the 
federal government respecting codperation 
and expenditure at Chicago. As a mat- 
ter of fact, none exists or, at least, has 
been disclosed. This is a corollary of the 
chaos’ in local policy, but the day of 
laissez faire, it.may be hoped, is over. 

Two questions are of immediate mo- 
ment. In congress there has been intro- 
duced a bill for -the improvement of the 
west fork of the south. branch of the 
river. This appropriation, in view of the 
extreme economy displayed by congress 
respecting Chicago’s harbor, and in the 
light of the fact that * will be for the 
benefit of a few private interests, may 
‘well be deferred until the city’s needs in 
the outer harbor are attended. 

The second matter is the necessity for 
breakwaters inclosing the onter harbor 
as the government already has protected 
the property of the Lllinois Central and 
the Illinois Steel company respectively. 
The harbor north of the river i now an 
open roadstead, for the short “ govern- 
ment pier” now in existence leaves the 
shore open to northeast and southeast 
seas. This protection is essential to the 
use of the shore line here for pierg or 
docks. : 

The war department should %also deter- 
mine through its éngineer the vexed ques- 
tion of bridges, considering the whole 
problem and each instance, the docking 
conditions, the river curvature, the length 
of span necessary or advisable with re- 
spect to the reasonable requirements of 
navigation and cost to the public. 

But let us have consistent and persist- 
ent action now.

In fact, King.Alfonso 
was so {intimate with the prince and his con- 
sport so devoted to her cousin and closest gifl- 
hood friend, the princess, that no disciplinary 
measures would have been adopted had it not 
been for the insistence of the Conservative 
premier, Maura, and his ministers. 

According to the terms of the Spanish con- 
stitution, the consent of the crown is indis- 
pensable to the marriage of every infant or 
prince of the reigning house, and must be 
signed not only by the sovereign but also by 
the prime minister. The king was ready 
enough to give the necessary sanction, but 
the premier absolutely declined to be a con- 
senting party to the union, owing to the re- 
fusal of the princess to become a convert to 
the Roman Catholic church, 

The prince thereupon married Princess 
Beatrice at| Coburg last year without the 
sanction of the crown, and it was then that 
Prime Minister Maura demanded that he 
should. be punished for wedding contrary to 
the terms of the Spanish constitution and 
without obtaining the consent of his com- 
manding officers and of the war department, 
in compliance with the military regulations. 

Maura’s cabinet was overthrown not long 
afterward, and inasmuch as: the present 
premier, the ultra-Lfberal Sefior Canalejas, 
has caused the king to proclaim perfect free- 
dom of conscience and liberty of public wor- 
ship, no matter what the religious denomi- 
nation, he cannot raise any objections to the 
young monarch pardoning his favorite cousin 
for no other offense than that of having mar- 
ried a particularly fascinating Protestant 
princess.

CORBETT MUCH WORRIED.

Fears That Coast Fighter Will 
Lose Needed Glove, Work Be- 
cause of the Unrest. 


BY JAMES J. CORBETT. 
Jeffries’ Training Camp, Rowardennan, 
Cal., June 16.—We were all like a stale bottie 


or ginger—and once more ‘effries disap- 
pointed me by resting this afternoon and 
not doing any boxing. 

I really believe he intended to box and 
would have done so had things turned out 
differently. I must confess that I did not 
blame him in the least, for I wae as bad as the 
rest of them. For the first time since I’ve 
been here I did not go through the daily 
routine I always have followed since my ar- 
rival in camp. The gioom that was cast 
ever the camp by the announcement yes- 
terday that the governor had ordered the 
fight stopped has not dissipated and nobody 
felt at all like working. We all wanted to 
just loaf and think. And that’s all we aid. 

Of odurse Jeffries did punch the bag and 
play two games of handball in the morning 
and he interspersed a little rope skipping 
into his morning workout. But I noticed 
that he did not put the vim into the game 
that he generally does, and I proved an easy 
victim for him because of my own gloomy | 
feelings. I was totally without ambition 
and felt a little bit relieved when I learned 
that Jeffries had cut out work for theday. 


No Vim in Jeff’s Work. 

Mind you, what Jeffries did today he did 
well, but he just did it In the manner of a 
man who wants to keep in shape, not in the 
vigorous slam bang style that has character- 
ized his work before. You see I'm using 
my own feeling as a barometer of Jeffries and 
I think I have him gauged right. However, 


from civilization we can’t tell exactly what's 
going on in the city, and understand that a 
lot of things have transpired and developed 
that we know nothing about. 

Jeffries insists upon making himself think 
that the fight will be held in Frisco, and he 
will continue to think that way till he’s of- 
ficially notified to the contrary by Tex Rick- 
ard. Up to date he has not been notified. If 
the gcene of battle is changed, and it appears 
likely that it will be, I should advise Jeffries 
mot to ask for a postponement. He already 
is in great condition and I do not think he 
could improve on himself physically by tak- . 
ing more time. 


Corbett Gives Up Frisco. 

Personally, from what information I have 
at hand, I do not think there’s a chance for 
the fight to be held in Frisco now. But until 
Jeffries has his mind set at rest regarding 
this point I do not believe he will attempt any 
boxing whatever. And that's what is worry- 
ing me just now—the boxing. As I have said 
all along, Jeff neede it, and needs it badly. 
It’s al) well to say that he never boxed much 
in training before and that he has done more 


other one he ever had, but it is aleo true that 
he never hae stacked up against such a clever 
boxer, outside of myself, as this same Mr. 
Jack Johnson. My fight with Jeffries at 
Coney Island {fs what we have to go on in try- 
ing to figure the coming battle. 

" But Jef! won, didn't he?’ say you. 

He did, but we must remember that that 
was ten years ago, and ten years makes a 
big difference. And we also must remember 
Jeffries has not had a glove on in seven years. 
whereas he was boxing right along when he 
went against me, If he did not do it while 
training he was doing it Im the ring for blood. 
The fast work at boxing will get Jim's eye 
and distance right and nm there'll be noth- 
ing toit. That’s absolutely all he needs now, 
and I know it will help him greatly.
